directly due to the influence of departed spirit*'.Science, defined as 'the knowledge 
of observation* refutes this as by inference does Aetrouoitqf, being f the science of 
the stars 1 ,So next time someone tells you that "Patrick Moore says there is no such 
thing as a UFO and, he should know 11 , just point out the above.Belief in the dead 
being able to contact the living or in any fora of afterlife is far more outlandish 
and improvable than belief in UFO 1 a.People are strange!! 

If people are strange then science, which is ultieatly a product of people, 
is far stranger still, as a recent Boriron BBC2 program showed.Horizon pointed out 
that our (aan^) conception of science and the world is largely determined by man 
himself-what is known and accepted by the general populace as a 'scientific fact 1 
is not an absolute truth, only something agreed on and accepted by certain people 
within the scientific establishment.Dissenters are either hounded (Reich) or 
ignored (Tesla).Various ideas or paths which science could have followed have been 
discarded, no matter what their validity, in favour of what suite the scientific 
establishment view of the time.Even though a particular scientific theory Bay be 
acceptable it will not always be reproducible by others and it is ofteh found that 
scientists in the past (and no doubt the future) have only selected the data which 
fits their particular theory, discarding the rest.Out of all this scientific 
wheeling and dealing comes the current view of science which is reinforced to the

it though!),All we can do is make sure consistently objective data is available for 
scientists if they want it and to make use of the instrumentation which science 
can offer.As Charles Fort said "Belief lu God- In Nothing- in Einstein- a natter of 
fashion....Come unto me and maybe I'll sake you stylish*,,I conclave of nothing in 
religion,science, or philosophy, that Is mors than the proper thing to wear, for 
a while."

8th Feb,10pm:Three witnesses in Verily, Leeds saw a pink bright light at an 
elevation of 15~50 degrees which trailed a smoke trail (grey)-The sighting lasted 
for one min ute.The object was seen to the right of the witnesses who were in a car, 
as they caught up with it it turned and faded away,This case Is under investigation 
as it does not offer an immediate explanation* 

EVENTS IN THE ANNALS OF ARRAN 

When your ex-editor eventually moves to the Isle Of Arran, this type of 
article you are about to read will hopefully become a regular thing.Recently a group 
of nine spent a week on the Island, camping near the spectacular megalithic complex 
on Harchrie Moor.This area, consisting of six stone circles, several standing stones 
and & cairn, is regarded by the Druids and Witches who live on the Isle as a very 
powerful energy source. 

ftirlng the early hours of Tuesday the 3rd of February four members of the 
group,, who were spending the night In a derelict house built on the site of several 
standing stones, were alerted by something very unusual.Just after midnight the front 
room was flooded with a brilliant light which appeared to come from the loft.A few 
minutes later the phenomenon repeated itself, thin time the light appeared to be 
cooing from outside the building.Almost simultaneously tubes of light emerged from

beams of light shone through the windows and a deep humming noise was heard by all 
four witnesses,Thin lasted for eoixte thirty minutes. 

Fifteen hours later two of us were sat in the van near to the Haehrie circles 
when a bright orange glow was seen on the summit of the nnuntain, three miles away. 

A second or two later a ball of light rose up from the snow-clad hills and in to the 
clouds, a hundred feet above,The ball of light was orange in colour and about thirty 
feet across,A few mlnulan later we saw the same ball of light again, on both occasions 
the light was visible for two seconds at the most,I presumed the two sightings to be 
Barthlight manifestations. 

On the final night on the Island we met a local by the name of Joe who told a 

strange tale,Joe was spending the night at one of the hotels in Corriegill in what was 

reputed to be a haunted room,At two in the morning Joe was wakened by a deep humming 
noise which he told us "made the whole room vibrate' 1 *As he sat up he saw a small glow 
at the foot of his bed which gradually increased in site and magnitude,Eventually it 
was about six feet high and oval in shape, and from the centre a female entity stepped 

out and looked at Joe-The entity stared at Joe, who surprisingly was not afraid, for 

several minutes before vanishing back into the light,As it did so the light began to 
rise into the air, shrinking as it did bo and eventually vanishing.Seven nights later 
Joe confronted the phenomenon again, but this time he told it to go away, which it 
dldiA similar humming noise accompanied the second visit also.

on its files,It occured on April 22nd 1984 and sparked off an investigation which

still continues to this day.Part one of this report is taken from^investigation which 
was undertaken by Nigel Mortimer for WYlfFQRG in 1984-Fart two will be a continuation 
of the events in part one, and part three will be an update on the Incident and will 
preseut WYtJFOft^b tentative conclusions. 

Saltfleet is a remote part of Lincolnshire, on the coast and about 40 miles 
north east of Lincoln*It boasts a large caravan site close to where the witnesses were 
staying in their carsYana on private land.Mrs M. had just arrived back after putting her 
two sons to bed in the adjacent aarav&n.The time was ^-55 pai and ehe settled down with 
her mother to watch a film on tv which started at 10.00 pm-The film had just begun when 
Mrs M. heard noises coming from the boya J caravan V 0bviously they were'tit asleep so she 
decided to go over again and settle them down once more.As she walked the short distance 


she glanced at the night okj end noticed the thousands of stars visible on that 
very clear evening,

for her son a to come and look which they did instantly,The time was now 10 , 15 -All four 

stood watching the lights above them, more lights appearing inbetween, coming on like 

light bulbs.As this happened the whole structure began to revolve very slowly gradually 

speeding up.The lights began to flash and as Mrs B. said "all the colours merged into 

one as the object moved away towards the nouth.^As it moved away no sound was heard 

and the coloured lights disappeared from view, leaving only a diamond shape of four 

large white lights and two or three red lights in the middle of this.

Mrs H, wanted a better view of the object so she ran to find her fathers 
binoculars but could not find thera.She continued to watch the object as it receded 
into the distance whilst her mother looked for her grandson^ pair of binoculara.She 
found them after a few minutes but could not locate the lights with them, yet could 
see them without the binoculars-The lights were about two miles away by then. 

The lights then suddenly made a sharp left hand turn towarsd the east and out 
to sea.Hrs B* found a second pair of binoculars- her husbands- and with these found 
















the lights easily-Heanwhile Mrs contioed to watch the object through her 
sons binoculars but could only sea several white lights.The lights then turned and 
changed course again ( a left hand turn to the north) and continued up the coastline- 
The witnesses had no idea at this point how far out at sea the lights were-They 
continued in thin direction for about two minutes.The lights,still red and white and 
in formation turned again, this time to the west and inland from the sea.They were 
headed up the beach and toward the witnesses-At about a qualter of a mile from the site 
the light formation turned sharply down the coast (south), completing a full circle. 

For all this time, some three or four minutes, no sound was heard-As the lights 
manoeuvred inland all four witnesses saw the object put out a very bright white beam 
o| light 6 shining down to the sea and ground.Xhia lasted for a few seconds and then 
was turned off as ’it* came in over the caravan site and the beach.Mrs M'a* description 
of the beam is very similar to searchlights often seen in war films, the only difference 
being that these were from sky to ground-As the lights moved overhead for the second 
time they took the same course as before and the witnesses moved several yards away 
from the caravan ( towards Mrs E r a husbands car, for a better viewers *L went into 
the car avail aa it was getting cold* the time being approx, ll-OOpm-As ehe entered the 
caravan she found her two doga lying together on one seat, rigid and shaking all over 
as if from fright*Both dogs were staring towards the caravan window to where the lights 
ware, even though the curtains were drawn on-She took the coats and, feeling warmer, 
all four walked down to the sea and beach to watch for a re-appearance of the lights, 
which were now faint points of light cnt at sea.While Mrs H, had been in the caravan 
the other three bad seen the lights re-trace their previous route-The lights once more 
headed inland but unlike before did not turn away from the beach but continued toward 
the four witnesses, getting lower as they Aid so.Mrs H- watched this through her 
binoculars and noted that the light beam seemed to pAint towards them-She recalls 
"I wan blinded and had to take the binoculars away from my eyes because of the glare 11 -

Mrs 8;, who vaa at this time watching without the binoculars naw that two beams 
of light shone from the object-Those were "very powerful headlights 71 and reflected on 
to the ground-At this point Mrs B. looked at her daughter who seemed to be acting in 
an unusual way!Mrs K- says rt I*m not sure why, but I seemed to go a little 'mad 1 and 
started Jumping up and down, waving to the thing saying * come on you b.*,.*'*, come 
closer and lets have a good look at you. 11 

Almost instantly the light beam went out and the object (a structure was visible 
to all the witnesses at this point) came down swiftly to npprox 100ft high, hovering 
directly over all four witnesses-As it bung in the sky, Mrs H- recalls how she felt no 
fear, in fact no-one seemed afraid, only a little apprehensive and thrilled at the 
eight-After a few seconds the light beam again shone down, away from the witnesses. 

The light became 'muted 1 and they could eee the object^ lights arranged around its 
circular rim.Mrs H- thought there was eight large white lights with much smaller red 
green and blue lights about one foot above them-The object was very still and silent 
and lire B. states "It seemed as if the UFO was shoving itself off to us all".At this 
point it was approxlmatly 100ft from the ground.

The dark circular shape, still with its multicoloured lights showing, tilted 
forward towards tha witnesses, revealing the overall shape of an apparently huge 
'classic 1 UFO.It stopped at about a k3> degree angle and remained stationary-Mrs M. 
describes it as ’'round, very large with a dome iu the centre^.There were no visible 
lights on the dome but it was itself glowing very brightly-The shape of the dome was 
clearly defined but no visible windows or openings were apparent-Mrs M- felt the whole 
structure was made out of something akin to smoked glass-Mrs B, remarked that the dome 
appeared to be lit iu a strange manner "it is hard to deacribe but it was as if it was 
fluorescent, without any haze round it rT ,The coloured lighta seemed to revolve round 
the rim slowly and Mrs B* recalls what a "beautiful sight" it was-The hovering object 
remained on view for one or two minutes and then returned to its original horizontal 
position.lt then moved up to a height of approximatly [JOQft.At thia time all the 
lighta except four red ones went out and in doing so made the shape of the object fade, 
leaving only a diamond formation of lights-All this time one of Mrs M's sons noted 
how dogs in the area were barking intensly.The UFO continued on its steady path at that 
height on the same southerly routs as previously, turning out to sea once again*.,..*

Mrs Sunderland who is in her mid^thlrties has five children, and because of 
the honesty, particularly of Gaynor® account, she has become interested in the 
subject of UFO'S* 

In August 1978 Mrs Sunderland discovered that a 16-year-old girl had, in that 
month, an encounter with a OFO in a field next to Coed^On Lane, very close to 
Gaynor and Darren's encounters,The girl had been walking through a field at night 
when she came upon a bright, glowing, silvery 'object 1 that wae on the ground-This 
frightened the girl so much that she still refuses to discuss the (natter. 

Later in mid-October 19?8 Mrs Sunderland and her husband (a 36-year-old 
unemployed car factory worker, who until then had been very sceptical about UFO's) 

$aw a yellow coloured light over the Hiver Dee estuary,The light seemed to co»e to 
the ground and land in the vicinity of Heaton - there are no airfields in this 
locality, 

Whilst taking her dog for a walk at 10p« on the 29th October 1978, Hrs 
Sunderland saw yet another tfFQ-Tha white circle of light appeared to be hovering 
in the direction of Halkyn Mountain, and seemed to be rotating on it f s vertical 
axis in a counterclockwise direction. 

After several minute® of observation the light ©hot from view at an incredible 

speed. 

On February 1?th 1979, at 6,30pm a neighbour of the Sunderland's saw an 
erratic moving, large orange coloured light, which waa seen for a few seconds before 
it shot away at a fast rate of speed. 

On June 25th 1979, Gaynor® prophecy that the aliens would return, cam* true. 
When she went to bed at 8.30pm she started reading a book about her favourite hobby; 
Ice skating,The night was huaid and she was wide awake until about 11pm when it 
became dark outside,Suddenly whilst looking at the ceiling she became dirsy, and she 
felt she was travelling along a dark tunnel. 

For about ton seconds she remained ditty, and ®he travelled in the black 
tunnel until aho saw, at the end of the tunnel, some human like figures-The next 
instant Gaynor found herself surrounded by light and on looking around discovered 
she was standing in a field which contained trees, grass and a stream.Her© she met 
the two aliens she had seen previously. 

The male alien appeared to be wearing trunk® beneath a greeu top, and he had 
•wings*on his shoulder,The female alien wore a pink dress which reached down to her 
knees-Wearing a similar outfit to the man was a 2-3 year old boy who stood between 


the aliens.

A short conversation took place during which the female alien informed 
Gaynor that she was called ARNA and her male companion was named PASS."ToU have 
come far away 11 the lady told her. 

On touching Am® 1 a hand, Gaynor found herself and her friends flying over a 
fascinating city which nestled beneath a very large and dark red coloured eun,After 
thin flight they returned to the field.Here another conversation took place.The 
aliens told her that they would help Gaynor obtain a gift, they encouraged her to 
live in peace, and they said that they would return, adding that: "We come to you 
in your darkness". 

Once more the black tunnal returned, and she awoke to find hersalf in bed, 
the Ub* was now about 11,45pm.After this experience she returned quite easily to 
sleep. 

It is significant that at 11.20pm * during the time of Gaynor*s experience - 
Mrs Sunderland had gone into the bedroom and found her in an unusually deep sleep 
almost "as if in a trance",On returning at 12*30am Hre Sunderland saw Gaynor wa® 
sleeping normally. 

It is quite obvious that a considerable amount of the OFO experience as 
perceived by UFO percipients a® a whola, is almost entirely subjective, and this has 
led Peter Eogerson to consider the following list of hypotheses: 

M) The psychological effects (experienced during UFO encounters) are the 
result of shock or cognitive dissonance, the result of encountering a novel, 
shocking physical phenomena,If so, will we encounter similar reactions amongst the 
victims of road accidents, for instance?* 

*2} There may be a physical phenomena which can induce psychological reactions 
directly* * 

*3) Or are the (UFO) Incidents largely or wholly subjective in character? 1 

With regard to Peter's first hypothesis it is Intriguing to note that Gaynor 
suffered a bad gash on her leg after scratching It against a hedge when leaving the 
site of her first UFO sighting.lt is within the bounds of possibility that whilst 
riding down Coed-On Hoad, Gaynor fell off her bicycle.This probably caused the scratch 
on her leg, and the shock (or the crash, causing temporary unconsciousness) caused 
her to have a totally subjective 'dream 1 about UFO entities, which took into account 
the objective fact Of her cut leg and the fact that she wa® no longer riding her bike* 

To reinforce cur hypothesis that Gaynor and Darren's encounters ere subjective, 
we just have to consider how their two encounters reflect their own characters. 

Darren's space people were eccentric in character, they owned superior looking 
technological gadgets which were defective-Incorporated in his story are lots of 
Imaginative 'extra's* such as the weird animal, the unresponsive blue bulbs and the 
picture of a human head that looked like Darren's neighbour.His whole account is like 
something out of a comic strip rather that an eyewitness account of an objective 
event, and is derived basically from Gaynor'a story* 



Whilst Darren's attitude towards his encounter is largely ambivalent, Qa/nor 
has bean profoundly influenced.Her account la far more complex in nature.There is a 
sexual element in her account which 1 think explains a great deal. 

During the initial encounter the male alien fires holes into tbs ground with 
s raj gun.Then the female alien thrusts *a long thing with a wary edge* into the 
holes made by her companion. The re is a certain amount of guilt involved in watching 
this ritual- the aliens are annoyed at her presence- and as Goynor wrote:*Vhen the 
man was there 1 was a bit scared he might fire the gun at me but I knew he wouldn't 
hurt me.I was more afraid of the woman,' but deep down she knew they could not harm 
her. 

On returning to the landing site, the next day* she found that the grass 
where the holes had been made was greener than the surrounding grass.The grass had 
been Invigorated and fertilised. 

In her * dream* in June 1979- three years after the initial encounter- she 
meets the same couple of aliens, who have with then an alien child aged between 2 
and J-years-old.This even more strongly suggests that Gaynor*e encounters are 
symbolic representations of repressed feelings contained In the depths of her psyche. 
Because these feelings can be packaged and presented in such an innocent format, any 
feelings of guilt and repression are liberated and the aliens - r, we (who) coma to 
you in your darkness"- promise to help her obtain a gift; what better gift than the 
unity of unconscious and conscious mind, indeed the integration of the mind is the 
ultimate*gift*.

Having been an avid reader of Science Fiction since the 1950's and having an 
interest in the UFO mystery since the Arnold sighting or thereabouts, 1 hare noticed 
that the parallels between actual UFO encounters and the events portrayed in the stories 
of the now defunct S.F. magazines of the fifties are really astounding.Even the juvenile 
conic strips like Jeff Hawke (fig 1) visualised aliens not unlike the entities encountered 
in CE 3's today.This is a Hartian midget from Swift Morgan and the Flying Saucers,

John V.Campbell, editor for many years of Street and Smiths Astounding (now 
Analog) was an exceptional man, prone to visionary dreams, for example he claimed to 
have once in a dream talked to an Atlantean.He insiated that his writers always make man 
some out on top.Many of these tales, mainly by Christopher Anvil, Eric Frank Russell and 
others concerned abduction cases, the alien invaders capture a specimen earthling and 
subject him to various physical and psychological teats, disturbingly familiar to such 
real lir. cases aa that of Hill.Vil goes and Alan Godfrey.Usually in thee* tales, aa in 
real life, the hero was released after putting one over on the aliens by sheer courage 
and fafit talking. 

There was, I feel, an underlying hysteria in the fifties.Many people in various 
parts of the world felt that a super civil illation, probably Hartian, Venusian,Mercurian, 
or from the asteroid belt, and completely malignant, menaced us with imminent invasion. 
These were usually pictured aa stunted dwarfs, with oversized brains, bht incredibly 
strong ( there ia something here which reminds us of the Trolls of Scandinavian Legend 
and their unbreakable grip).Tha good guys were pictured aa tall, with long blond hair, 
slim, with cultured features, with a high degree of benevolent civilisation usually from 
Venus, which was supposed to be an Hawaiian paradise. 







Frank Simpson, comic strip artist and writer, who was th# creator of Don Dare, 
pilot of th® future, thought up just that sort of society.Set in the Southern 
Hemisphere of Venus,blond and long haired again-Hampson's Therons were so like Adamskis 
Venusian,Orthon, that one wonders, especially since they had names which were very 
similar, two examples being Voetar and Kalon.So much like Orthon that they might have 
been derived from the same language* 

The Therons lived lives of complete luxury, dedicated to the arte and sciences. 
The Treena, the Therans f ancient enemies lived in the northern hemisphere, being 
seperated from the south by a flame belt and both societies had evolved in different ways. 
Treena were tall, green skinned humanoids, evolved from reptiles entirely without emotion 
and followers of a materialistic science based on universal conquest.The Treens were 
dedicated to subjugating other races and conquering the Universe, attempting to enslave 
Earth to aid them in that purpose.Needleesto say the clean cut cleft ctnrcnad Anglo- 
Irishman foiled their plans. 

They had been responsible for destroying the Martians, inundating Atlantia 
and abducting a lot of the inhabitants for slaves and scientific specimens, a tradition 
they carried down through the centuries,Also they warred against the other races on

peace and warn ua against the bomb etc.It sasirs we have two forces at work hem, one 
force for good and one for evil, a sort of paranormal ying and yang.As man is capable 
of both, twp paranormal forces could be battling for his mind, body and ultimate 
elusive spirit.Humane would, I believe subconseiuoudly and instinctively know this, 
perhaps not in the main, but a few sensitive souls would act as a oott of transmitter, 
as would certain sitea,To contact us both aides would use such persona and areas as a 
sort of go-between for their ideas.Therefore it would be safe to assume that the said

Vfcite Inland in the midst of Asia eono ago as is mentioned in the 'Book Of Jteyon'.Thla 
also bears direct relation to the Ancient Astronaut theories of Daniken and others. 

This idea of saviours from space has always been with us.E.G* Wells wrote of 
a brotherhood of aeronauts who would save the planet through their scientific knowledge 
and other examples abound. 

UFO's give ™»ti this meeaiab complex.No matter what state the world gets into 
through pollution, war and natural disasters, the atarmen will always save uslln a 
future article 1 will look more closely at UFO abductions and those early S.J. taiee.

UFO RESEARCH USING STATISTICS

I noticed with great interest a recent series of articles that appeared in 
thi« journal, nauwlj the July T B4 flap,As in this particular case it was not too 
surprising to realise that such effort had been given to the actual investigation 
and research of the various sightings involved.Host, 1 feel will agree that as in 
the July '84 case* so many reports in a relatively short space of tin* make* one 
either suspect « very normal evaluation (ie. 3T0) or, when reports vividly suggest 
wore exotic forms of Ariel phenomena! a possible * swarm' of UFO's,Only in-depth 
and un-biased attitudes within work undertaken on such cases will reveal the correct 
evaluation. 

Some times, we may be tempted to 'look for 1 other UFO's when confronted with 
several cases within a short space of tinw.I think this may have been the cose in 
the Wyko/Voodside sightings of 1981,Here, after one or two strange lights had been 
reported in the local press, I became inundated with a number of sightings of even 
stranger *exotic 1 UFO's.Theae, upon further 'on-field 1 investigation, became quite 
explicable in ordinary identifiable terms. 

Having ciad that, I am not trying to state that the July '84 flap did not 
possibly have it's share of Unknowns.Indeed, it seems quite apparent that several 
cases reflected unusual aerial activity,I just want to outline the very great need 
in investigating, researching and preparing such reports that we give as accurate 
a picture as possible,If we are to prove UFO activity, whatever its origins, we must 
work openly towards that aim, collecting as much information as possible, not only 
about the UFO, but about its direct consequences. 

UFO data has been collected for many years now, but we must ask, "what havs 
we learned?".Vs know a heck of a lot about the many different aspects of the 
thousands of UFO sightings, yet we are still as puzzled about the enigma's 
origin(s) as we were over forty years ago.I believe, now, is the time to really use 
all that information that has been, and continues to be, collected day after day, 

With this BEAL use age, we may find answers that otherwise lay undetected within 
vitally important files, which for the soot part, lie shelved and covered in dust, 

I really find it a shame that all we may learn from decades of UFO investig¬ 
ations is that UFO reports are great for collecting dust!!! 

I understand that at present, VTUFORG have in their possesion a case report 
that I initially investigated in 1$84 (Saltfleat, Lines, CE1-Fhysio/Peycho),At the 
time I surrended it to the group it was far from complete.lt was obvious to all 
involved with the said case that it was of some importance.A vivid account of a low 
flying UFO over the shoreline/sea, witnessed by several people, which was to have 
mysterious consequences for all involved, proved a vital source of investigatory 
info,The case proved so important that several VTUFGRG mesbers actually visited the 
site, confirming many of the details given in the prelitsenary reports* 


At this point I would like to know how many readers are fully aware, of this 
case? Not msny, locally I'm sure.And virtually no-one outside of the VYUF0RG areal 

Several existing members of VYUFOBG know that many hours of work as in depth 
as possible went into initialising a firm basis for a very thorough investigation and 
research of the Saltfleet case,I sol openly, "what have you learned from that case?"*

A FORGOTTEN ANNIVERSARY

This is the first 'Other Views 1 , an ongoing series of articles written by 
people who have their own distinct perspective on the UK> situation.A review of Jimmy's 
publication AHSKATA can be found earlier in the mag. 

This year marks the 25th anniversary of an event we are cure most people will 
have forgotten.lt is that of an article in Flying Saucer Review by Tony Vedd, a 
flying saucer enthusiast in Kent, telling of a new organisation devoted to contact 
with the occupants of space craft rather than the mere collection of eightings.This 
organisation, called the STAR Fellowship, never had a great many members, but those 
it did re member it with affection.Its greatest achievmetit was the publication of a 
booklet connecting Orthoteny (flying saucer alignment*) with Leys (alignments of 
ancient sites), thus atariing the Earth Mysteries movement,Ve have now re-started the 
STAR Fellowship, as we feel there i* a need for it in the present atmosphere of 
rejection and ridicule of the idea of extraterrestrial visitors, by Earth Mysteries 
and UFO movements alike. 

But what of the Earthlight* theory? The recent research which generated this 
term seams to show that not only many lights in the sky, but some occupant sightings 
too may be natural phenomena caused by stresses in the Earth at fault lines.Ve 
cannot see how any such apparition could communicate with the observer, but the 
research is nevertheless valuable as it will help to differentiate between natural 
phenomena and actual space craft.Also many of the more weird cases Can now be explai¬ 
ned and eliminated from the study.Nevertheless, we are definally against any exclusivity 
of the explanation,However small the minority may be, ve hold that a percentage of 
cases represent visits from outside Earth, and it is this crucial minority that is the 
interest of the STAR Fellowship, 

This is yet another proof of the wisdom of Tony Vedd in concentrating on contact* 
Ve can never be completely sure now that any eighting is what it appears to be,Thus, 
as Tony Vadd said, contact is the way ahead. 

Why do v* think there are benevolent apace people?There is evidence that some 
of the contactees of the fifties were not so silly as some claim. The book "George 
Adameki- the Untold Story' 1 by Lou Zinataag and Timothy Good gives much food for thought- 
•** " ld9nc * ot ““7 klQd “ to support Adoaeki* a claim*. Also th.ro ia th. etory put 
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around that Howard Hanger has claim*d his contact was a hoax.He has denied 
saying this.Thar* is also some doubt surrounding the claim of Alex Birch that his 
UFO photograph was a fake.At the time, Alex was interviewed by Philip Hodgere the 
chairman of the STAR Fellowship, who was not only convinced of his genuineness, but was 
also told of other sightings, one by Alex's father, of a grounded object.This ia 
either coincidence or the whole faadly was in on the hoax* 

So, in the 25th anniversary year of the starting of the Fellowship, we are 
starting again.V* will have the flame seven-point star badge, hopefully the same rally 
each year, and the same aims.In addition we will be producing the newsletter Amskaya 
(said to be ttie apace peoples word for the seven-point emblem), and we will try to 
achieve contact with extraterrantrials by any means possible, as well as building on 

information given in previous contacts*

THE HANTELL INCIDENT 

This month^ classic case comes from the U.JS.A- and dates back thirty eight 
years, to a time when that country was in the grip of 'flying sauce r 1 fever.Indeed 
as with the Kenneth Arnold sighting, which had taken place less than seven months 
previously (see UFO Brigantia 13)» this months chosen case is of interest not only 
due to the nature of the incident itself, but also because of the public*a reaction to 
It, which is revealing insofar as It gives us a vivid insight into post war America's 
attitude toward the UFO phenomenon* 

The Mantel! Incident:Goodman Air Force Base, Kentucky,USA-January ?th 1945 

In the early afternoon of January ?th 1945, the control tower at Goodman Air 
Force Base (near Fort Knox in Kentucky) recieved a call from the State Highway Patrol 
enquiring as to wether any experimental aircraft were being tested in the area-the 
reason for the call being that several people at Maysville Ky. had reported seeing 
a large, unfamiliar object flying over that town.After checking with flight service 
at Wright Patterson the tower operators at Goodman were able to confirm that 

no test flights were currently being carried out in the Hayaville area.However, 
within twenty minutes residents of the nearby towns of (first) Irvington end (then) 
Owensboro had also reported seeing a strange flying object, which was described as 
being circular and about 250-300 feet in diameter* 

At approxtmatly 1*45 P m t the tower operators at Goodman also saw the 'UFO 1 , and 
they were Boon joined by several high-ranking officials, including the base's 
Operations and Intelligence Officers and eventually, the Base Commander himself.In 
all several observers watched the object, which was variously described as being shaped 
like an ice-cream cone, an umberella, a pear or a teardrop; and as being primarily 
silver in colour. 

At around 2,50pm* four P 51 planes- en route from Marietta, Georgia to 
Standlford Fleld ? Ky^\ routine ferrying mission^ approached the base from the south* 
Seeing the planes the tower operators contacted the pilots, and asked them to try 
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and identify the mystery object at close quarters.Although one P 5h t being low 
on fuel, continued on its original course, the other three planes set off In pursuit 
of the 1 UFO’ - led by Flight Commander Thomas F.Msntell. 

At 2.45pm (approx) Captain Mantel! reported that he could see the object "ahead 
and above"*At a height of 15000 feet the two other pilots turned back, refusing to 
climb any higher as they-like Hantell-had no oxygen equipment aboard.*.their original 
mission having been carried out at low altitude.Despite this fact. Mantel! continued 
to climb, radio, ing back to the tower that the objoct-which he described as being 
"metallic 11 , and of "tremendous eiis^-was still In sight above him-Man tell was now at 
a height of 20-22000 feet and announced he was going to close in for a better look* 

This transmission was timed at and was to be his final cosmnmucatlon. 

Later that afternoon-according to U.S.Alr Force (USA?) records-Manto11a lifeless 
body was found among the scattered wreckage of his crashed P 51 plane, some five miles 
south-west of the town of Franklin, Ky,Captain Thomas F Mantel! of the USAF had become 
Ufology 1 s first rnarty r. 

COMMENT 

As one might expect, the birarre nature of the events surrounding Mantells 
untmely death led to a whole plethora of theories relating to the cause of death* 
Amongst the most extreme (yet also the most prevalent) of these was the claim that 
Haute11s plane had been 1 zapped 1 by a death ray alledgedly seen being emitted from 
the 'UFO 1 by ground based witnesses.This often vent hand in hand with reports of a 
closed-casket funeral (allegedly because of j^ysterioua wounds found on Mantells body); 
or theories claiming that £Q_ body was found in the wrecknga-thus giving rise to 
speculation that Knatell had either been a)vapourised (presumably by the afore- 
mentioned death ray); or b) spirited awa^ by the 'UFO'S 1 occupants* 

Not surprisingly the official view was far less fanciful.In their view Hantell 

bad simply lost consciousness due to oxygen starvation, thus causing hia plane to 

irito ultimately 

snter^an irretrievable., and A fatal'jspiral descent.Moreover, this had occured "whilst 
trying to reach the planet Venus". 

The American public 1 a reaction to such a statement was predictably negative; 
even though Venue had indeed been in a position which coincided very closely with 
that of the UFO-thus accounting (in all probability) for at leant some of the alleged 
UFO sightings reported on that day.flevertheless-as the public was quick to point out- 
it is difficult to believe that such an experienced pilot as Hantell could have been 
guilty of so gross a misldentification**.even to the point of attributing a 
"metallic 11 surface to wJiat was supposedly a well known astronomical body. 

In view of the above it will come as no surprise to learn that the Venus ex¬ 
planation was by no means the USAF's last word on the matter of MantellS death* 

Indeed, some yeare later facts came to light which enabled the USAF to revise their 
original (somewhat dubious) position, whilst still being able to rule out any 'UFO 1 
related explanation of the incident. 
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la actual fact t it was now claimed the object witnessed and described by Hantell 
was not the planet Venus, but was an experimental balloon (knovn as a 'sky book 1 ) 
which the 0-S-Navy had been using In the same area and time of Hantelle death, as part 
of a (then) classified project.If one accepts that such a ballon-which coaid reach 
heights in excess of 60,000 feet* and which had a diameter of around lOQfeet-could 
hate been In the vicinity of Goodman Air Force Base on the afternoon of January ?th 
(and records shew this to have be^en the case), then the following, revised 
BSAF statement regarding the Hantell incident can be seen as a grc.-it improvement on 
their previous offerings; 

n ft is the Ur Force conclusion in this case that Venus wee probably the original 
cause of the sighting since the object remained in the area for a long period of time 
and v&a relatively stationary*The object pursued by Captain Hantell is believed to 
have been the sky hook balloon, and this object was probably seen by other witnesses 
who described the object as pear-shaped and metallic* rt 

Despite the undeniable plausability of the above statement, it is nevertheless 
the case that-both at the time of its release, and for many years following-this 
attempt to explain, in rational terms, the events of January 7th 1943 was largely 
unkown {or ignored) by the majority of American citizens;many of whom seemed more 
than willing to cling to the belief that Mantells death had a such more fantastic 
cause than the USAF investigation might suggest*Indeed I would suggest that it is as 
a direct result of this public reluctance to accept that Mantells death was caused by 
anything other than a UFQ-rather than as « result of the facts-that his name remains 
in a position of false prominence within the annals of Ufology*

CIRCLES: SETTLE 
INVEST1G ATION BY IAN JOHNSTON 

In July or August i960 Hr* Valter Burgess, in his capacity as driver of the 
Tdrkahire Xendal-Leeds night bus service, was approaching Settle at about 6-OQam 
when he noticed, something unusual in the sky.What Hr Burgess saw was an unusual sight, 
even for ufologists-High in the sky above him was what appeared to be a huge chain of 
circles hanging in the sky,Mr B* described the object as being like an old fashioned 
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
